1. This application contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

Species I : a routine that causes each address in a third 
address list to be selected more frequently then each of 
the address in a first and second address list; 

Species II: a routine adapted to send probe messages to 
each of the addresses selected from a first, second and 
third address lists to determine whether a device is 
located at each of the selected addresses; 

Species III: Each address selected form each of a first, 
second and third address lists is selected in a sequential 
order with rollover relative to the other addresses 
selected from that list; 

Species IV: a frequency at which any address in the third 
address list is selected is sufficient to prevent a set of 
active devices that are coupled to the communication bus 
from reaching a fault condition in the event that 
communication on the bus is temporarily interrupted . 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single 
disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable.
